6d. to 
54s. per cwt. last week, may be taken as 
standard run of best stallfeds, while super- 
grade exhibits here and there figured up to 
S4s., and in some rare cases 55s. and 56s. per 
ewt., but these outside pricés were really ex- 
ceptional to-day. Good useful classes of cattle 
were from 46s. 6d. to 50s., and other deserip- 
tions, perhaps, from 37s. up to 45s., according 
to grade and character. Beef cows were not 
só seriously hit as might be imagined, judg- 
ing by the other branches of the cattle trade, 
and really nice quality went from 42s. 6d. 
to 45s., and in one or two fancy cases from 
46s. 6d. to 48s. per cwt.; old and commoner 
descriptions rated irregularly much as last 
day, say, from 28s. to 38s r cwt, Fat 
bulls were taken up at about last Thursday 's 
value, viz., 36s. to 40s. and 42s. per cwt,

NEW TRIAL REFUSED. 


ACTION AGAINST BONE- 
SETTER. 


Court of Appeal Before the Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Justice Ronan, and Lord Justice 
0 Conner. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Sherry (instructed by Mr. G. V. Maloney), 
foved, on behalf of Thomas Rogers, an in- 
fant, suing by his father, a farmer, residing 
at. Doogera, Co. Leitrim, for a new trial of 
the action against James Teague, Aughna- 
glace, Co. Leitrim, who practices as a bone- 
setter, to recover damages for personal in- 
juries and incapacities. 

The action had been tried before Mr. 
Justice Pim and a city common jury on De- 
cember lith, when a verdict was given for the 
defendant, and the order now sought was to 
have the verdict and the judgment directed 
at the trial set aside, and to have a new 
trial between the parties. 

The. statement of claim set out that the 
defendant was a bone-setter and was retained, 
for reward, to attend the plaintiff for a 
broken leg, avd that he so negligently, un- 
skilfully, carelessly and ignorantly treated the 
boy that his leg became gangrenous and had 
to be amputated in the middle of the thigh. 

The defence was that the defendant at- 
tended the plaintiff to the best of his ability 
and skill, and set the leg properly, but that, 
owing to the neglect of his directions and the 
carelessness ot the persons in charge of the 
hov. his state deteriorated.

CURIOUS COLLISION, 


JUDGMENT AGAINST CIVIC 
GUARDSMAN. 


(Court of Appeal—Before the Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Justice Roman, and Lord Justice G'Oonnor.) 
ln the case of Kennedy and others v. 
Merchant Warehousing ‘o.,  Ltd., and 
another, Mr. Battersby, I..C., with whom was 
Mr. George R. O'Connor (instructed by Mr. 
J. Russell Stritch, of Messrs. Stritch and 
Stritch), applied on behalf of the defendants, 
the Merchant Warehousing Co., Lid., that 
judgment be directed to be entered for the 
piatecee against the defendant, Joseph 
Maguire, for the sum of £96; and that judg- 
ment be directed to be entered for the 
appellants, with the costs of the action, in- 
cluding the costs of the hearing of the motion 
before Mr. Justice Pim, the application being 
grounded of the pleadings in the actions, and 
other matters, and on the verdict of the jury. 
Counsel said that a steam lorry belonging 
to his clients was coming towards Dublin at 
speed, and at about the same time as 
t was meeting an outside car, the defendant, 
Maguire, who was a Civic Guard, came up 
behind in a Crossley car, and as he was cut- 
ting in in front of the lorry, in order to get 
past it, he struck the off wheel on the hub, 
with the result that it turned the wheel of the 
lorry at right angles, and the lorry ran into 
the gate house of Mrs. K inedy, breaking the 
wall, which was the damage complained of. 
The questions left to the jury were :—(1) 
Were the Merchant Warehousing Co. guilty 
of negligence ? (2) Was Guard Josep 
Maguire guilty of negligence? (3) Assess 
damages? There was no answer to the first 
question; the answer to the second question 
was “Yes,” and to the third, £85, and com- 
pensation for rent, £10. Counsel’s motion 
now’ was by way of appeal from a refusal of 
Mr. Justice Pim to, enter judgment for the 
Merchant Warehousing Co., or to enter judg- 
ment fog the plaintiff (who had refused to 
take Mi judgment) against Civic Guard 
Maguire. - 


Mr. Denning, K.C., who, with Mr. Morgan 
Byrne (instructed by Mr. E. M. Lloyd), ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, submitted that there 
should be a new trial, and argued that, on 
the evidence, the striking of the Crossley car 
against the lorry was not of ‘the extent that 
would relieve the driver of the lorry from 
being also held guilty of negligence. ey 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he did 
not cee his way to give Mr. Battersby the 
relief he asked for his clients, but did not 
formalivy dissent from the judgment of his 
colleagues, who found in favour of granting 
the motion, 

Lord Justice Ronan said that if Guard 
Maguire s conduct had not beéw such as had 
caused the lorry to knock down the wall, the 
natural and direct consequences would be that 
there should be no verdict against him. They 
had sufficient evidence to enter judgment for 
the Warehousing Company. 

Lord Justice O’Conno, concurring, said 
that he was of oninion that, whether the 
collision between the Crossley car and the 
lerry was of a major or minor character, 
under the circumstances, if the driver of the 
lorry, being frightened by the collision, had 
suddenly swerved into the wall, that would 

t he negligence on his part. He thought 
thet the verdict against the Guard could not 
be set aside, and that the verdict against him 
exonerated the Warehousing Company. 

Judgment was entered accordingly for the 
Merchant Warehousing Co., with costs. 

There was no appearance for Civie Guard 
Maguire.

Counsel moved on the vit of the plain- 
tiff, who stated that the defendant was 4 
medical doctor, aged about 25 years. Since 
he qualified he had no — or practice of 
a permanent nature. In turn he had been 
practising in Cardiff, had been a doctor on & 
ship, ms had been 4 gone Sh to a hospital in 
London. At present he was in London, doing 
nothing, and staying at some address unknown 
to her. The defendant at no time had any 
permanent residence outside the jurisdiction 
of that Court. When possible the defendant 
had paid frequent visits to his father’s 
residence at Mount Mary, Creggs, Co. Galway, 
and during last year he had stayed there 
during part of the months of April, June and 
August. 

e defendant seduced her under the 
promise of marriage. He and his family were 
well known in County Galway, and the de- 
gus was remaining out of hy poms 
in order to avoid this action bein 
with within the jurisdiction of that Court. 
She said that the domicile and residence of 
the defendant was within the jurisdiction of 
the Court. The defendant and his father, 
Hubert Satchwell, were in frequent correspon- 
dence, and she believed that the writ, if 
served upon the defendant’s father, would be 
duly bronght to the notice of the defendant. 

Counsel said that when the application 
originally came before Mr. Justice Samuels 
he thought that the affidavit was not svffi- 
cient, and the plaintiff had made a supple- 
mental affidavit, in which she stated that 
early in the month of June, 1923, she was in 
London, and the defendant, with whom she 
had been previously acquainted, and who was 
also at the time in London, then made an 
offer of marriage to her, which she duly ac- 
cepted.

Nora, who had lived with het aunts and 
grandfather during her infancy, was educated 
at convent schools in England, took a scholar- 
ship and diploma at the Catholic Training 
College, Southampton, and was at present a 
teacher in London under the County Council. 

In her evidence, Miss McNamara. stated 
that she asked her aunt for her legacy after 
she came of age, and her aunt paid her £15 
on account. She had heard that her aunt 
Anne’s estate had been valued at £434. 

Mr. Meredith, K.C., contended that 
Margaret Griffin was an express trustee for 
her niece in respect of this specific le acy, 
and that the defendant, as her personal re-

Mr. Costello said his client knew nothing 
whatever about the matter.

JUDGE’S WARNING TO

At the Dublin Commission yesterday Mr. | 


Justice Pim said that on the previous even- 
ing, owing to the non-attendance of a sergeant 
of the Me itan Police, he was obliged 
to direct the jury to acquit the prisoner in a 
case, as there was no evidence presented, 
For all he knew, it might have been a grave 
miscarriage of justice. Such a thing ought 
not have occurred. 

His Lordship warned the members of both 
the Metropolitan Pu lice and the Civic Guard 
that they were not in future to leave court, 
if the cases in which they were concerned 
were not over, without his ion, 

ARMED RO RY. 

Richard Brennan, of Haymarket, County 
Carlow, pleaded ‘‘not guilty’’ to having on 
the 27th January, 1923, while armed with a 
revolver, assaulted Mrs. Katherine McDonnell 
and robbed her of £24, a diamond pin, a 
silver cigarette case, a cheque , two 
bicycles, and a quantity of whiskey, brandy, 
tobaccos and cigarettes. . 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuted. 

The evidence showed that on the night in 
question” the prisoner and another man 
entered Mrs. MeDonnell’s premises, and when 
they had paid for a drink Brennan held Mrs. 
McDonnell up with a revolver. The raiders 
carried off about £70 worth of property. 
They searched all the customers on the 
premises and relieved them of their overcoats, 
and they also took away with them a quantity 
of spirits and tobacco.

The prisoner was one of the raiders, and 
kept Mr. Kelly “‘vovered” in the shop 
while the other went behind the counter and 
rifled the tills. The man who accompanied 
Brennan asked Mr. Kelly for a bag in which 
to place the goods. About £29 worth of 
goods was taken. 

The prisoner handed in a written com- 
plaint as to the manner in which the identifi- 
cation was carried out. 

The prisoner was found guilty, and the 
jury expressed the opinion that sufficient 
tacilities had not been given to make him 
presentable for identification. 

ANOTHER INDICTMENT. 

The prisoner was next indicted for the 
larceny of three bullocks, the property of 
William Daly, on the Sth of September last 
off grazing lands in County Carlow.

RAID ON POST OFFICE. 
Charles Kelly and James Whelan pleaded

For the defence, Whelan produced two 
letters which he had 1eceived from the Re- 
publican headquarters. 

Mr, Justice Pim read one of these, which 
was dated 4th February, 1924, and signed 
by Sean McGuinness, Army Departmental 

mmand. It stated that Whelan was a 
soldier of the Irish Republican Army, and on 
the date in question he was acting under the 
orders of a responsible officer, and that 
General Headquarters accepted responsibility 
for the acts which he committed under those 
orders. ‘Ihe second setter, addressed to Kelly, 
was in similar terms. 

Whelan said that. they had been in intern- 
ment for sixteen months and on hunger strike 
for fifteen and a half days. The jury would 
see that, whether they were found guilty or 
not, they had paid the penalty already. 

Mr. Carrigan said that what was offered 
in these letters was not in the way of de- 
fence, but in condonation. The accused 
offered no legal defence beyond the statement, 
that they acted under the orders of a auperior 
officer in a treasonable association. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. The 
foreman said they felt satisfied that thé men 
had not acted for personal gain, and reeom- 
mended them to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that he believed the

Prolessor Guerard thinks t 
little good came out of the interna! 
government of the Emperor. As Consul he 
outdid Louis XIV. in his absolutism, and 
in his scheme of Prefectual government 
he returned to the numbing, ‘centralisi 

olicy of the Kings and discouraged al 
initiative in provincial life. We know 
that Napoleon prized the Code more highly 
than the most brilliant of his victories, 
and we have always been inclined to place 
that to his credit, however much we may 
have disliked his ruthless egotism or his 
bombast. Professor Guerard will not 
allow us, however, to think of him as a 
sort of “ Moses descending from Mount 
Sinai with the tables of the law in his 
hands.” He reminds us that the Code 
was really the work of technicians, and, 
moreover, that it was faulty in itself as 
establishing no real equality between 
classes or sexes. It was Napoleon who 
restored slavery in the French Cclonies, 
who throttled free thought in the Press 
and in the schools, and allowed the rich 
to buy themselves off from military ser- 
vice. He stabilised the chief results of 
the Revolution, to be sure, but) he was 
himself no apostle of liberty. 

How was the Napoleonic legend built 
up; for Napoleon was too tyrannous in his 
lifetime to be really popular? He cer- 
tainly took care of his soldiers as a good 
workman takes care of his tools, but con- 
scription was vastly disliked, and France 
rin tor became tired of military glory. 
The support accorded to him during the 
hundred days, Professor Guerard explains, 
was the people s desire to save the results 
of the Revolution at all costs, in face of 
the Bourbon restoration. After Waterloo. 
however, a form of Napoleon worship 
arose, Cheap lithographs were sold in the 
streets of Paris, and the Emperor’s head 
appeared on beer jugs and napkin rings. 
The Bourbons, supported by the Holy 
Alliance, were not popular. All classes 
were dissatisfied ; and so the discomforts 
of militarism were forgotten, Napoleon's 
veterans, who had lost their ancient 
prestige and considered themselves 
neglected, the Romantics who looked 
to past glories as a relief from the 
dullness of the times, and the bourgevisie, 
who were fearful of a political reaction 
which menaced their newly won property, 
all indulged in a cult of the Emperor. 
The national admiration for Napoleon 
culminated in the splendid burial accorded 
to him in Paris on December 15th, 1840. 

Under Napoleon III. the legend became 
incarnate, but naturally received a set- 
back after Sedan. The wounded national 
pride of the French, however, soon turned 
their thoughts back to the great Emperor, 
and after 1880 there was an increased out- 
put of Napoleonic literature. Professor 
Guerard roughly analyses for us the works 
af Taine, Masson and others, and places 
Sorel’s “ Europe and the French Revolu- 
tion’’ in the front rank of the histories 
which’ then appeared. Sorel regarded 
Napoleon as mainly the plaything of cir- 
cumstances; for he looked upon French 
imperialism et the end of teenth 
century as inevitable, even had Napoleon 
never been born. This was the period 
when the Empire style in dress and 
decoration became fashionable in Paris, 
and ne such as Sardou’s “Madame 
Sans-Géne"’ and Rostand’s “ L’Aiglon ”’ 
had a vogue. Napoleon’s centenary in 
1921 bronght forth a new crop of 
Napoleonic literature which Professor 
Guerard passes in review. 

We should like to get to the bottom of 
the fascination of Napoleon which will 
always remain for some people, despite all 
possible criticisms. Was it his magni- 
ficent and picturesque carcer, his 
éfficiency, or his prestige as a soldier; or 
was it the splendour of his failure? Pro- 
bably it was the immense scope of his 
ambition, insolent in its reach, which 
appeals to the imagination and pleases 
the fancy. This is not an academic work. 
Professor Guerard writes as an accom- 
plished journalist and gives us a very 
readable book. a

Sayce, the eminent Hey ptologist and 
Assyriologist, is a book full of good things. 
Dr. Sayce tells us that he never kept a 
diary, but he must have a quite excep- 
tional memory in view of the variety and 
vividness of his recollections and the 
space of years which they eover. The 
book is not intimate or autobiographical 
in the strict sense; for Dr. Sayce tells us 
little of his inner life and the h of 
his opinions. It contains simply the re- 
miniscences of a very active life, devoted 
mainly to sachutlesies! pursuits, and of 
many distinguished and learned persons 
‘met with by the author. 

Irish readers will be interested in Dr. 
Sayce’s reminiscences of the late Sir John 
Mahaffy. He first met the brilliant 
Irishman in the Laurentian Library at 
Florence, where he was working at a 
manuscript. Later Mahaffy visited Sayce 
at his in England, and an enduring 
friendship was established. Dr. Sayce 
pays 4 warm tribute to Mahaffy's great 
qualities. “He was at once a brilliant

SANDERSON OF OUNDLE, 

When Sanderson was made headmaster 
of Oundle, as Mr. Wells puts it in this, 
the first biography from his pen, St. 
Anthony had to yield the patronage of 
the institution to Michael Faraday. The 
governors—since 1566 the Grocers’ Com- 
pany—dimly apprehending that Germav 
competition was demanding scientific 
training, broke away from tradition and 
selected Sanderson, a Cambridge man, 
but not in holy orders, and a man known 
to be opposed to the purely classical 
tradition. Soon he had installed 
machinery, and research apparatus which 
did valuable work later when the school 
began to make munitions during the war. 
The new head was convinced of the in- 
terest and attractiveness of real scientific 
work for many types of boys that the 
established slaenteat and stylistic mathe- 
matical teaching fails to grip. The com- 
petitive system, with its pitiless relega- 
tion of two-thirds of the class to self- 
conscious mediocrity and dufferdom, was 
not to his taste. Moreover, he gave a 
ere personal interpretation to | the 

hristian faith. “My impression is,” 
writes Mr, Wells, “ that, if he had lived 
another two years, he would have shed 
the last vestiges of theological parapher- 
nalia and gone straight back to the teach- 
a the Nazarene openly and plainly.” 

e old system of education had been 
based on training and leadership. This 
was to yield to a scheme for creative 
education where the creative instinct will 
be nurtured in the child by putting him 
to tasks, svocational, if you will, but 
destined to instil in him the notion of 
service to others, and the eagerness to 
labour, rather through love of the work 
than for money considerations alone. The 
older Imperialism was repugnant to 
Sanderson, and, in one of his lectures to 
the boys, he gave out the Sermon on the 
Mount, punctuating every admonition 
with a caustic “Rule Britannia.”’, Yet 
parents eagerly sought his school, and 
for years a waiting list was kept for 
future boarders. Over one thousand of 
his boys fought in the Great War, three 
won the Victoria Cross, and his own son fell 
at Estaires. Throughout his career he 
never ceased to enforce the need for an 
appreciation of one’s duties to the less 
fortunate brethren, and he saw in the war 
rather a call to abandon the easy routine 
of life than a conflict between the nations, 
His death came as he lectured in Univer- 
sity College, London, when Mr. Wells 
was presiding. The book is doubly in- 
teresting as the author uses it as a 
medium for reiterating his own pungent 
views on the reform of education.

ENGLISH DIALECT PLAYS. 

If the Northern dialect of English had 
revailed, as once it promised to do, the 
anguage would have lost elegance, but 
preserved tang and native vigour which 

would have given a different trend to Eng- 
lish letters. The Border ballads, Spenser 
in the “Shepheard’s Calendar’’) and the 
cots writers suggest what that trend 
would have been, and it may be traced in 
the work of Mr. Wilfred Gibson, a poet 
and dramatist of distinction, who uses the 
modern Northern English dialect.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY, 

Ta a subject so comprehensive as 
“Radio,’’ exhibiting such seemingly limit- 
less possibilities, the movement towards 
specialisation is simply a natural develop- 
ment. To convey,. however, a general im- 
pression to the beginner is the commend- 
able aim of this manual. The subsidiary 
historical treatment, which is included in 
most of the modern text-books on science, 
is here of distinct advantage, since, in 
an eminent degree, the “Radio” of to- 
day is the product of years of unremitting 
toil, while yes “a palpable obscure 
dimmed the face of things.:’ To the main 
body of the work there is prefixed a brief 
chapter on elementary electricity and 
magnetism which is of fundamental im- 
portance, This is succeeded by an in- 
teresting account of the early attempts at 
wireless communication by virtue of con- 
duction, induction or radiation, Although 
Hughes deserves a measure of recogni- 
tion, the honour of discovery in the last- 
mentioned, which is the principal branch 
of wireless, falls to Professor Hertz, of 
Karlsruhe, who, in 1888, experimented 
upon the electro-magnetic waves. It was 
left to Marconi to evolve a practical 
system. Abounding in detailed informa- 
tion for the amateur, the book, which’ is 
admirably illustrated, will serve as an 
easy introduction to the science.

CLAIM FOR COMPENSATION 
DISMISSED. 

The shooting of a student in the grounds 
of Holy Cross Monastery, Ardoyne, Belfast, 
had a sequel at the Belfast Claims Court 
yesterday, when an application for £1,500 
compensation, made by Arthur McKechnie, cf 
Barony street, Townhead, Glasgow, for in- 
juries sustained by his son, a minor, who 
was shot on the 17th April, 1922, was refused 
with costs. 

The applicant was represented by Mr, 
James McSparran (instructed by Mr. F. 
Kerr); and Mr. William Beattie, K.C., was 
for the Cofporation. 

Mr. McSparran said that at the time of 
the occurrence the applicant’s son was 18 
years of age, and was studying for the priest- 
hood at the monastery. Whilst he was walk- 
ing in the grounds, in company with other 
atudents, several shots rang out, and he was 
hit, sustaining injuries that necessitated his 
undergoing five operations. At the present 
time he was still attending hospital. 

The injured young man said that on Easter 
Monday, 17th April, 1922, there had been some 
shooting in the Ardoyne district, and also in 
the Oldpark road area. At four o’clock there 
was a lull m the firing, but the students were 
not allowed out in the grounds until about 
7.30, when about fifteen of them walked 
round the garden. They had been there for 
twenty-five minutes, when about eight shots 
were fired. The boys immediately lay on the 
ground, and after a period of quietness were 
running to safety when several more shots 
rang out, and witness was struck. He was 
taken to the Mater Hospital, where he was 
detained for fifty-one weeks. He a‘terwards 
returned to Glasgow, where he became an in- 
patient at the Royal Infirmary. 

Mr. Beattie—I suggest that you received 
your wound from the police firing in reply 
to an attack made on them from the grounds 
at this time? That is a lie. 

Corroborative evidence was given by George 
Carolan, who, in reply to Mr. Beattie, said 
that none of the students had arma. 

Daniel O’Connor, also a student, said that 
uo persons fired from the grounds on the 
occasion. 

The claim was refused, as above stated.

The “sensationa] disclosures” 
were made in an alleged interview with 
Mr. Lloyd George in the New York World 
Have collapsed like a pricked bubble. Mr. 
Harold: Spender, a well-known’ British 
journalist, spent a few days last week 
in the company of the former Premier, 
and was commissioned to describe Mr. 
Lloyd George’s home life for the New 
York World. To add colour to his narra- 
tive, apparently, Mr. Spender reproduced 
a conversation with Mr, Lloyd George in 
which the latter was made to say that 
President Wilson and. M. Clemenceau 
had made a secret compact during the 
Paris Conference, providing for ..the 
French occupation of the Rhineland 
for a period of fifteen years. Mr. Lloyd 
George states now quite definitely 
that. the “interview ” in the American 
newspaper was all moonshine, and that 
there never was any question of a “ secret 
pact’’. between the American President 
and 'M. Clemencéau. Mr. Spender 
| chivalrously takes all the blame for the 
blundet and admits that Mr. Lloyd George 
never authorised. him to make the state- 
ments which appeared in the New York 
World. President Wilson and M. Clemen- 
ceau did agree on certain points concern- 
ing the occupation of the Rhineland, and 
Mr.. Lloyd George did happen to be in 
London when the agreement was made,

about it. As a matter of fact, it was 
incorporated afterwards in the territorial 
clauses of the Treaty of Versailles. 

The. British Foreign Office made a 
mistake in sending confidential documents 
to a private ‘citizen at a time when it 
had no titular head, and it is these 
documents which have been responsible for 
the present-trouble. So far as the British 
public is concerned the matter is now at 
an end ; but, unfortunately, it has made a 
bad impression in’ France, - The personal 
attacks on Mr. Lloyd George which have 
appeared in the Paris Press during the 
past few days have been deplorably bitter, 
and there is no doubt that the supposed 
interview has caused the gravest offence. 
Yesterday the Marquis of Crewe, on 
behalf of the British Government, ex- 
pressed his regret in Paris that the 
contretemps should have arisen, and we 
are glad that Mr..Ramsay Macdonald has 
taken such prompt steps to put. himself 
right with _M. Poincaré. The exchange of 
personal letters between the two Premiers 
which followed Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
accession tó power was an excellent thing, 
and did a great deal to restore a spirit of 
cordiality. to the relations between Britain 
and France, which for severa! months had 
been ‘anything/ but satisfactory. The 
alleged interview caused much embarrass- 
ment to M. Poincaré, and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald's: instructions. to Lord Crewe 
were very timely, It is to be hoped now. 
that Anglo-French relations will resume 
their normal -course. There is so much

Senator Brown’s amend- 
ment in favour of a limit of £100 was 
lost yesterday without the necessity of a 
vote. These results may be regarded as 
a high tribute to the personal influence of 
President Cosgrave; for the Senate's 
expert advisers, including its Chairman, 
pleaded strongly against the clauses, It 
is easy to say that men like Lord Glenavy 
and Senator Brown are concerned rather 
for the dignity and privileges of their 
profession than for the public welfare— 
easy, but, as we think, quite untrue. No 
doubt, lawyers are “clannish ” people, 
disinclined for change. In this case, how- 
ever, the fraditions and_ institutions for 
which the Irish Bench and Bar stand 
cannot be dissociated from the best 
interests of the general public; and the 
long experience of men like Lord Glenavy 
and Mr. Brown is a better guide than the 
hopes of hasty and often sentimental re- 
formers. There can be no question that 
the business community, as a whole, 
supports the lawyers’ opposition to the 
extended jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts, 
or that its views have 'been treated with 
scant respect. Yet the danger is obvious.

We hope 
that President Cosgrave will accept Lord 
Glenavy's suggestion of an amendment 
which would allow creditors to institute 
proceedings in the Courts of their own 
Circuits. That simple safeguard would 
remove the business community s chief 
distrust of the clause. Our own objection 
to it goes more deeply. We feel, with 
Senator Brown, that any change which 
will detract from the dignity, efficiency 
and solidarity of the Irish Bench and Bar 


Ireland. It is a narrow mind that refuses 
to recognise the splendour of our country’s 
legal tradition merely because that tradi- 
tion was shaped under an. “alien” 
Government. If we dissipate the Bar now, 
we destroy a structure that is not likely 
to be rebuilded in our own or our 
children's ‘time. As Senator Brown says, 
a Bar banished from the headquarters of 
its prestige and learning soon may become 
an unlearrtied Bar, and an unlearned Bar 
would be the father of an unlearned Bench. 
In every country and at all times the 
capital city has housed the temple of the 
law ; and, shorn of that temple, the capital 
of Ireland will be sorely impoverished of 
its ancient pride and glamour. The 
attenuation,of the Bench and. the dis- 
persion of the Bar would be a sin against 
Dublin. In his plea for Dublin Senator 
Brown is an Irishman first and a lawyer 
afterwards.

War Craves. 


The fourth annual report of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission records substantial 
progress in a work that concerns many 
sorrowing hearts, More than a million 
officers and men lie buried in al] parts 
of the wofld. The Commission has decided 
to erect memorials in a number of 
cathedrals in France and Belgium. These 


will take the form of tablets, similar to} 


that which was unveiled last summer by 
the Duke of Connaught in the Cathedral 
at Amiens. Work has been begun in 1,045 
cemeteries outside the United. Kingdom 
(excluding the Dominions) and in 725 cases 
the constructional work has been com-7 
pleted. Of these 557 are in France and 
Flanders; and twelve other areas, from 
Sweden to Kenya,.are included in the 
work of the Graves Commission. More 
than 200,000 headstones of uniform design. 
have been shipped to war areas, of which 
the largest number—174,552—went to 
France and Belgium. Contracts have been 
placed for 83 military plots in the United 
Kingdom and 62 have been completed. In 
addition, headstones have been erected in 
600 churchyards. The task of identifying 
isolated bodies continues, and 6,107 have 
been re-buried, Bodies still are being 
found in various places, such as the Ypres 
salient, the Vimy. Ridge and Thiepval. 
Millions of -trees,: shrubs and flowering

INLAND FISHERIES—THE GREAT 


LAKES. 

‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,~-There was a number of letters in your ° 
columns recently about our inlapd fisheries, 
Nearly all your correspondenta dealt with 
river fishing—the importance of the’. pre- 
servation of spawning’ fish, etc.—and very 
little was said of the fishing on the great 
lakes. Not for a moment do 1 wish to 
depreciate the importance of the preservation 
of the rivers. This is absolutely vital, both 
for the sake of the rivers and the lakes, and 
it should be realised that the preservation of 
trout and salmon go hand in hand in this, 
as they run for spawning at the same time 
and in the same -riyers. But what oí. the 
great. lakes—the Westmeath lakes, Lough 
Derg and Ree on the Shannon, Corrib, Mask, 
Cullen and Con further West, and a score of 
smaller but still splendid sheets of water! 

To me it has alweys been a source of 
complete astonishment that our fishing 
authorities seemed to take it completely for 
granted that these great stretches of water— 
several’ hundred thousand acres—should 
remain virtually unproductive as a source of 
food supply, and affording so little sport that 
the resultant benefit to the country from fish- 
ing visitors has been trifling. 1 have lived 
on the shores of one of the greatest. of these 
lakes—Lough Derg—for twenty-five years, 
fished it and studied its fishing problems 
pretty keenly all that time, and | am abso- 
utely confident that a wonderful development 
of these waters is possible, and at no prohibi- 
tive expense. How far this development can 
go I do not know ; it has never been tried. 

The fishery boards of the past have entirely 

shut their eyes to the fact that these lakes 
existed, as far as conoerned’ any steps to 
develop trout fishing, beyond smal] swbscrip- 
tions to the funds of occasional preservation 
societies or conservators. It is quite. certain 
that intelligent: handling would be repaid by 
satisfactory improvement; ‘but, far beyond 
mere “ satisfactory improvement,’’ there are 
possibilities quite within range, the benefits 
of which to the country it would be hard to 
exaggerate... The present Minister of Fisheries 
has a wonderful opportunity in this, if he will 
grasp it and can secure the modest funds 
to finance it. There ere plenty of. difficulties 
to be faced. Directly contrary theories, are 
held by equally experienced men, and quite 
a commonly held opinion is that any preser- 
vation is injurious to trout fishing, and 
instance after instance is quoted. Of course, 
granting the accuracy of the instances, they- 
only prove that the ‘‘ preservation” did not 
get at the root trouble, whatever it was. 
_It is certainly right that the Advisorv 
Committee should take thg evidence of 
others who have experience. “Ideas wil] thus 
be gained, but in my opinion it would be 
essential that, when these ideas are formu- 
lated into a scheme, a really scientific inquiry 
should be started. on the waters themselves. 
There are a hundred things having to do with 
fish and insect life—bottom and surface feed- 
ing, trout likes and -dislikes, and trout 
hygiene generally—about which we have 
theories and beliefs and ideas, but about 
which it is all important that we should have 
absolute knowledge; and we can only get 
this from very skilled investigation on the 
spot. 

There are certain obvious steps—the killing 
of pike, for instance—-though even here we 
are warned against the danger of interfering 
with the “balance of Nature.” So they 
éace hi against the erstwhile sheep farmer 
who set himself to thin down the matton- 
fed wolf pack. These waters swarm with 
pike, and pike prefer trout to any other diet. 
‘he only chance the trout has is to keep him- 
self out of sight among the rocks at the 
bottom. The trout with an inclination to 
come to the top to look for flies is eliminated 
by the pike, and so does not perpetuate his 
species ; and the bottom feeder survives as the 
fittest, and countless millions of surface flies 
and insects, on which battalions of un- 
harassed trout might feed, go to waste. So 
when evening comes we turn our empty boat 
to row home across a world all of soft silver- 
grey and purple, misty hills and peace, while 
below us is anarchy and bloodshed—the great 
pike, with cruel eyes alert and savage jaws, 


ready for the scared trout darting for another ; 


shelter. 

There is one glaring scandal that I would. 
implore the Minister of Fisheries to put a 
stop to at once. This is the issuing of 
licences for cross-lining with flies. At the 
present moment anyone can take out such a 
licence on payment of one pound. Let me 
put it in this way. Assuming that it was of 
the utmost importance thet trout fishing 
should be utterly done away with—the poach- 
ing of spawning fish and the pike and cor- 
morants are pretty effective, but in case 
there might. be trout that would rise to a 
fly—let us send out boats in pairs, with thirty 
or forty flies stretched on a cross-line between 
them, that they may savage every inch of 
the water day after day, killyng some fish, but 
hitting scores more, and effectively. teaching 
them not to come to the top. 

There is much talk of propaganda to induce 
fishing visitors to come and spend money 
among us, but, for Heaven's sake, let us 
play the game and tell them to-stay away 
till this change is made, lest we and they 
suffer the humiliation of seeing the water 
raked up and down by licensed loca] cross-

All honour to our 
Government for passing a land purchase Act 
so speedily after the inauguration of the Free 
State, but in certain cases the application 
of the advantages intended tor the 
tenants is being astultified by the land- 
lords under Clause (e), sub-section 
4 of section 24. The latter excludes the 
tenant from participation in the land pt 
chase scheme in respect of any holding which 
possesses a .substantial value or utility, 
as building 
ground. The. decision whether any holding 
is possessed of such substantial building value 
rests.in the hands of one judge, who must be 
overloaded with work and, extiaordinary as it 
may appear, there is no appeal. Such dect- 
sions appear to me too momentous for one 
man, however able. 

In respect of certain decisions which have 
come under my own notice I am satisfied that 
it was not the intention of our Legislature that 
these tenants should be deprived of the 
Take my own case. Í 
hold my farm under a-judicial lease; there is 
no building clause, and building on the land 


of the sub-section referred to above. The 
holding is admitted by the landlord to be ex- 
clusively agricultural, and his claim to retain 
ownership was based solely on the sub-section 
The farm is not in an urban 
district; it contains but-a fraction short of 
100 acres, and one of its boundaries adjoins 
a public road on which no building has been 
done in the memory of anyone I know around 
the locality.

AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The following points seem to arise 
from your leading article regarding the extra- 
ordinary quantity of boots imported into the 
Irish Free State :— 

(1) We purchase three-fourths of the total ex- 
port of boots from England. It seems 
unlikely that any other country in the 
world imports boots so much in excess of 
home manufacture. Are all the other 
countries pursuing a a policy ! 

(2) Since 75 per cent. of the Irish Free State 
population is agricultural,gthe remaining 

25 per cent, must become agricultural. 

(3) In your agricultural page it is stated that 
farming is not paying. Is this a further 
reason for making all of us farmers? 

(4) The manufacture of boots in the Irish 
Free State is to await the establishment 
of ‘‘ good tanneries.’” In other words, 
supply is to be arranged for in the 
absence of demand. 

Bulk manufacture is practically non- 
existent in the Irish Free State. The popula- 
tion of the country is too small to make it a 
business proposition to cut in against the non- 
Irish manufacturers who at present hold the 
market. The fact that the Free State is an 
agricultural country renders it particularly 
easy to introduce protection, which would re- 
bound to the farmers’ benefit. An import 
tariff on leather goods, woollen goods, horn 
goods, hair mattresses, glue, etc., would bring 
the farmer new business at home, arising out 
of the bulk manufacture which would then 
be’ practicable. The home market would be 

rotected, but the Advantages to be dérived 
ine latent Irish resources for supply of raw 
material should enable the Free State: manu- 
facturer in the near future not alone to supply 
cheaply at home,: but also to compete for 
export trade, 

It must be emphasised that Ireland is not 
a new country. A cut in some form or other 
must come to disturb the present order of 
things.

It can be stated definitely that the present 
Foreign Secretary had no knowledge whatever 
of the circumstances. until shown a summary 
of the “interview sent by telegram.

Sir John Keane repeated Sir Nugent

FATE OF FIUME. 


ITALY’S PRESSURE ON YUGO. 
SLAVIA.

The surrender of Fiume was the price 
Yngo-Slavia was forced to pay to Italy, to 
stop its support of the Macedonian move- 
ment. This is the private explanation: that 
M. Pachitch has given to friendly Govern- 
ments of the new Italo-Serbian Treaty of 
Yugo-Slavia’s extraordinary change of, heart 
on. the Fiume question. 

The Yugo-Slavia Government claims that 
Italy has sent enough arms and munitions 
into Bulgaria, by way of the Black Sea, to 
arm more than a hundred thousand Macedo- 
nian mountaineers, who are constantly making 
incursions into Serbian Macedonia from Bul- 
garia, thus flouting Serbian authority and 
trying to establish the invisible Government 
of Todor Alexandroff there. 

The Government claims that it has ample 
documentry. proof of this. The Belgrade 
Government finally decided that it was better 
to surrender Fiume than to have this 
dangerous thorn in its side constantly, par- 
ticularly in view of the widespread unrest in 
Yugo-Slavia itself. In case of trouble the Bul- 
garians and Macedonians might have wrested 
all Serbian Macedonia away and Weatab- 
lished a rival State. Italy now agrees to let 
Yugo-Slavia now deal with the Macedonians 
and Bulgarians without interference,

STOCKHOLM, Thursday. 

Representatives of the Finnish Centre 
Party, which was formerly © prohibitionist, 
have decided to put forward an immediate 
demand for the revision of the prohibition 
law. If the party as a whole agrees to this 
decision of the representatives, the prohibition 
law in Finland is certain to be considerably 
revised, even if not absolutely abolished. 
Popular opinion is undeniably growing im Fin- 
land on the prohibition question, and it will 
most probably take chief political interest very 
shortly. ' 

Official statistics show that during every 
month last year arrests for infractions of the 
prohibition law increased,jun Finland to an 
extent exceeding even thé biggest estimates. 
In Helsingfors alone 18,462 persons were -ar- 
rested for drunkenness, against 1,382 in the 
previous .year; 69, litres of contraband 
liquor were seized by the Customs officials, as 
against 19,644 the year before. Six hundred 
of the arrests for drankenness Gere among 
women, whereas before prohibition drunken- 
ness among women was very unusual.  e 

Open flouting of the prohibition law is 
growing more flagrant throughout Finland. 
Although liquor is under Government control 
and every individual js entitled to purchase 
only a Jimited quantity, gin is being sold. in 
ale bottles vob 3 in every restaurant, heady 
Swedish punch is sold in similar bottles, 
while whiskey atid sodas are sold in high. 
tall glasses.

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AN ATTRACTIVE APPEARANCE

At a motor show in America the best stand 
was secured by Mr. Henry Ford. “The pro- 
moters thought that it would contain a. fine 
array of exhibits, including not only finighed 
cars, but specimens ef the special appliances. 
They were surprised, even indignant, when 
the show opened to find that the only article 
in the stand was a battered “ tin Lizzie." On 
the radiator was a card which bore the words: 
“4 takes you there and brings you back.”’ 

There in a sentence we had the Ford policy. 
The whole object was to produce a trust- 
worthy vehicle which could be sold for a 
modest sum. Now, so far as Great Britain 
and Ireland are concerned, at any rate, it has 
been enlarged, and the new models from the 
Ford factory at Cork combine an attractive 
appearance with the good qualities of their 
predecessors. 

A few days ago, by courtesy of Messrs. R. 
W. Archer and Co., of 65 Lower Mount street, 
Dublin, T had an opportunity of inspecting 
and testing one of the new models—a five- 
seater touring car. Frankly, I was surprised. 
The “tinny ' appearance which one usually 
associates with a Ford has disappeared, and 
the chassis has heen lowered considerably. 
There is nothing cheap-looking about it. 

The car is about five and half inches lower 
in build then any previotis Ford model. The 
front axle has been re-designed and is three. 
and a half inches lower than the one which 
has been in use since 1905. To suit the Jower 
front axle, the consequent drop of frame and 
engine unit, the rear cross member has been 
dropped, thus giving springing space above 
the back axle, 

The body is finished in smoke-grey, with 
figured imitation leather upholstery and 
cushions of a colour to match. The seating 
is considerably lower than before, and the 
doors have heen re-designed. Wooden running 
boards, covered with linoleum and metal- 
edged, have replaced the old corrugated 
runners, while the radiator shell. headlight 
rims and other bright parts have been nickel- 
plated. 

Ín appearance the new Ford compares 
favourably with many of the licht British 
cars. The fact that it is virtually an Irish 
built car and that it is as trustworthy and 
cheap as ever should ensure for it an &ven 
greater degree of popularity in this country.

‘The North of Ireland Cattle Traders’ 
and Stock Owners’ Association, at a meeting 
in Belfast, discussed the present position of 
the cattle trade. Several suggestions were 


“made with a view to improvements in the 


industry by Mr. J. A. Sinclair, President of 
the Glasgow Cattle Trades’ Association, and 
Mr. John P. Cuffe, President of the Irish 
Stock Breeders’ aud Cattle Breeders’. Associa- 
tion. 

Mr, J. A. Sinclair said that the deputation 
from Scotland had: been deeply impressed b 
the keenness of the officials connected wit 
the cattle trade in Ireland to have their ‘griev- 
died. The reason why. the deputa- 
tion had come to Ireland was because from 
reading newspaper reports they received the 
ery a the people in this country 
did not fully understand the conditions con- 
tected with the transit of their cattle, and 
that the Government departments were adopt- 
ing.a certain attitude because of statistics 
they had in-hand. 

ime and again they in Scotland received 
cattle from’Ireland with their whole sides torn 
out and their ribs bare. This kind of injury 
to Irish cattle involved a loss of abont a mil- 
lion pounds per annum to Irish producers, 
because when buyers across the water found 
Trish cattle very much bruised they went back 
to the markets resolved to pay less for cattle 
from Ireland. While stick marks were promi- 
nent on almost all Irish cattle, the beasts 
purchased from other sources were without a 
single stick mark, and were clear of. bruises. 
Of course, the latter cattle had no sea journey 
to. make, but there was no reason why Irish 
cattle. should not be sent safely across the 
Channel, because the Canadian cattle, received 
in Scotland were in the same good condition 
as those obtained in their own Scottish 
markets. He attributed the cause of the 
bruising of Irish®cattle mainly to the mixing 
of the animals at the lairages and loading: 
stations, where polled and horned cattle were 
placed together. Wherever @his policy was 
adopted the horned animals butted the others 
to make room for themselves, and as a conse- 
quence great damage was done. 

‘The question of drovers Was another impor- 
tant point in the transit. of cattle, and he 
strongly recommended that  [rish traders 
should adopt the scheme ruling in Scotland, 
where all casual drovers were licensed, with 
the exception of the owners’ men. He con- 
sidered this a practical proposition, and one 
which would tend to minimise the crue} treat- 
ment of the animals, because when drovers 
were licensed they would naturally take 
creater care of the cattle. Referring to the 
Belfast. lairages. Mr. Sinclair said that con- 
ditians there were idea!, and were better than 
those in Dublin: but he suggested that sand 
or litter of some sort should be laid on the 
concrete, so as to prevent the animals from 
falling. 

In connection with the shipping of cattle, 
Mr. Sinclair said that it appeared that the 
animais were kept waiting at the Irish docks 
while the shin’s ordinary. cargo was being 
put aboard. The cattle were then rushed on, 
and consequently they suffered considerably. 
He pointed out that cattle should be packed 
on board with their heads facing the one 
way, as the head to tail method resulted in 
injury to the beasts. There was no doubt 
that within the last twenty years the breed- 
ing of Irish cattle had improved tremendously, 
so that cross-Channel markets were getting 
any amount of small boned, fine grained 
animals; but this fact only made the present 
state of affairs more serious. Mr. Sinclair 
Spoke of the interest taken in the cattle trade 
by the Canadian Government, and mentioned . 
that each boat leaving Canada with cattle had 
on board a veterinary surgeon to see that the 
animais were well looked after. They in 
Scotland, however, preferred the Irish cattle, 
because ‘they were finer in the grain than 
those from Canada, and, therefore, it was a 


pity that, owing to depreciation of the Trish | 


easts through ill-usage, up to 44d. per Ib. 
less was paid for them than for cattle. of 
inferior quality. The million pounds per year 
lost by the Irish producers might easily be 
saved and devoted to the further develop- 
ment of the industry in Ireland. 
CO-OPERATION OF NORTH AND SOUTH. 

Mr. John P. Cuffe, President of the Irish 
Stock Breeders’ and Cattle Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, thanked the chairman for the welcome 
extended to the deputation from the South, 
and said he was in thorough agreement with 
all that had been stated by Mr. Sirclair, 1: 
rested with Irish c.itle-traders to have the j 
condition of affairs remedied. He spoke of | 
behalf of all the members. of his association | 
when he said that the treatment meted out to | 
cattle in Ireland was disgraceful. They had : 
been agitating for years in this and other 
directions, but the conditions had become 
worse, with the result that their live stock 
trade was absolutely hopeless in so far as 
transit facilities were concerned. From the 
time the cattle were despatched from the fair 
to the port of embarkation it took twelve 
hours, but in pre-war days they could get the 
cattle shipped in six hours. He agreed with 
the suggestion that drovers should be licensed. 
Most ot the bruises and marks on cattle were 
due to their handling by the drovers. 

There waa absoijutely no supervision over 
the drovers in Dublin. Cattle were being 
beaten inside out, and all:that was the fault 
of the traders, who hitherto had not given 
this matter proper consideration. They had 
associations in different parts of the country, 
and it was the duty of members of those 
organisations to endeavour to get the Govern- 
ments of the North and-South to take the 
matter up at once. The loss resulting from 
the present condition of affairs was probably 
about a million pounds a year, and that came 
out of the producers’ pockets. 

Continuing, Mr, Cuffe said that the main 
object which the Southern deputation had 
in coming there was to put forward their 
views with regard to foot-and-mouth disease 
across the water. In the last month or six 
weeks the disease had abated a little, but 
what took place when it was at its height had 

roved a very serious matter for all interested 
in the trade If it continued to any great 
extent there would be no catile sent to Great 
Britain. 

The Southern association wished to invite 
the traders from the North to meet and 
devise some means to overcome the existing 
conditions. They might have the disease in 
Ireland later on, and it was “up to” the 
traders to act immediately. (Hear, bear.) 
Some men might be living in the hope that 
the British Government would indemnify the 
Northern traders, but that would not happen, 
and they in the Free State wished to work 
in harmony with the traders in Northern 
Ireland in regafd to the improving of con- 
ditions., (Applause.) No matter what 
boundary lines existed, they were determined 
to co-operate in Southern Ireland by legisla- 
tion, provided that Northern Ireland was 
prepared to bring in similar legislation. The 
Southern association did not desire to ‘act 
without the co-operation of the Northern 
association except they were forced to do so.

While yesterday's conference in the Railway 
Clearing House, Dublin, failed to end the 
Irish railways wages dispute, its decision to 
refer the whole question to the Central Wages 
Board has removed—at apy rate, for the time 
being—all danger of trouble in this country 
such as occurred Jast month on the English 
railways. 

The Central Wages Board will be asked to 
give ite consideration to the proposals of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association on the 27th inst. 
In due course it will look into the demands of 
the employers in so far as they affect the 
National Union of Railwaymen and the Asso- 
ciated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, and, if it gives no ruling, the points 
in dispute will be brought before the Irish 
Railways Wages Board. Unless this latter 
Board, which is the final court of appeal, fails 
to announce its: finding within twenty-eight 
days. of the lodgment of an appeal, there can 
be no. withdrawal of. labour, no ‘‘ lock-out 
or alteration of existing conditions of work. 

Even the most optimistic did not expect 
that the parties to the dispute would see eye 
to eye at yesterday's conference. Indeed, very 
little harmony existed, as can be seen from & 
statement made to Press representatives by 
Mr. A. T. Cramp, General Secretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, who accom- 
panied a large party from the Union head- 
quarters in London to meet the Irish railway 
companies’. managers. 

‘We intimated,” said Mr. Cramp, “ that 
the demands which the employers were mak- 
ing were, in’ View of our own position, so 
drastic as to make a settlement practically 
impossible at this stage. After a very short 
discussion, # was agreed that no useful pur- 

ése ‘Would be served by continuing negotia- 
mé on the present’ basis. The matter will 
be rémitted to the Central Wages Board in 
due course.”’
